LITTLE ROCK—The "Register Youv 


Baby" campaign, now being carried 
on in Arkansas by the Bureau of Vi- 
tal Statistics of the Slate Board of 
Health, the Federal 
Bureau of tho 


Census, and the Arkansas Emergency 
Relief Administration, is also being 
waged in several states, and 
when 


complete will be nation-wide. It is 
an intensive effort on thu'part of thc 
Federal Bureau of the Census to pro- 
tect American children in their econ- 
nomic and social privileges. 


Undoubtedly Arkansas will make 


an excellent showing as to existing 
records, as the state has a completely 
organized Bureau of Vital Statistics 
and has been carrying on registration 
work in the state since 1913. To dato 
more than 15,000 cards have been rc- 
cuivod for checking at the Bureau 
which represents approximately ;i j( 
per cent efficient return from all dis- 
tricts in the Stale. However, the fill- 
ing in of cards sent to each home hy 
the Federal Bureau of the Census will 
bring to light many cases where reg- 
istration has been neglected, 
and 


others in which names liavc been mis- 
spelled and consequently filed in the 
wrong places. 


Dr W. B. Grayson, State Health Of- 


ficer and Special Agent of the Bureau 
of the Census, under whose direction 
the campaign is being 
carried 
on, 


urges all Arkansas parents to fill in 
the curds, where applicable, and mail 
them immediately if they have not al- 
ready done so.

Federal Charters 


in Business Urged 


Would End Defrauding of 


Stockholders, Pecora 


Declares

WASHINGTON— (£>)—Sederal chart- 


ers for business corporations were ad- 
vocated Thursday by Ferdinand Pe- 
cora as a protection to stockholders j 
and the public. 


Pecora, whose investigation of Wall 


Street.for the Senate won him a post 
on the Securities and Exchange Com- 
mission, said in an interview that fed- 
eral incorporation should be a further 
fruit of that inquiry. 


Such incorporation means that the 


charters empowered corporations to do 
business and prescribing what forms 
that business may take, would he 
granted by the central 
government 


rather than by tho states. 


"To my mind," Pecora said, "the 


most important reason for federal in- 
corporation is that it will provide un- 
iformity. Today there are 48 different 
kinds of chartering by the 48 different 
states. Yet, in many cases, these cor- 
porations do an interstate business, 


"The free grants of power now giv- 


en corporations by some states enabl- 
ed them to mulct their 
stockholders 


and the public, 


"Were these corporations required to 


incorporate under the federal power, 
all the states and all the public would 
be protected from business charters 
that, in effect, have enabled these 
corporations and their 
managers to 


conduct themselves without regard to 
their stockholders' wishes."

ter than-last year, and nearly double 
that of 1932, the worst year of the 
panic, a Star survey of local business 
houses revealed Friday. 


The largest department stores are 


this year doing the biggest volume in 
their history—running 
back to 1926 


and earlier. 


'Automobile sales took a phenomenal 


jump in 1933, and are beating 1933 
again this year. Individual 
motor 


dealers will not reach 1929's peak, for. 
the reason that Hope has just as many 
competing dealers to split the business 
today as it had in 1929. 


There arc somewhat fewer retail 


stores than in 1929, and some of them 
therefore are reaching new peaks on 
the easier division of present boom 
ausiness in the Hope territory. 


Behind the reaail sales figures for 


the city are the ^-million-dollar fed- 
eral crop program expenditures

sincere and right-minded.

American Chemist 


Gets Nobel Prize 


Professor Urey, of Colum- 


bia, Discovered "Heavy 


Water" 


NEW YORK-(/P)-Dr. Harold C. 


Urey was awarded the 19,14 Nobel prize 
in chemistry, Thursday for the chem- 
ical discovery which the public knows 
under the name of "heavy water." 


The young scientist is professor of 


chemistry at Columbia University. 


"Heavy water," the popular 
name 


for Dr. Urey's discovery, is made of 
heavy hydrogen, or hydrogen atoms 
twice as heavy 
us 
the 
hydrogen 


known. It wns this discovery and iso- 
lation of heavy hydrogen atoms, tech- 
nically called "isotopes," that won 
recognition for Dr. Urey at the hands 
of the Nobel board. 


An "isotope" is an off-weight atom. 


That Is. all atoms of the 
f)2 known 


chemical 
elements 
hnve 
standard 


weights. 
Mixed with mnny, perhaps 


all of them, are off-weight 
atoms 


which arc cither lighter 
or heavier 


than standard. 


Until shortly before Dr. Urey's dis- 


covery, it was almost undreamed that 
there could be an off-weight hydro- 
gen atom. 
The standard weight of 


hydrogen, lightest of all elements, was 
only one. Any off-weight hydrogen 
or "isotope" had to bo two. Dr. Urey 
was able to prove, mathematically, 
the existence of this double weight 
atom.

substance out of every 
compound 


where it i.s substuled for 
ordinary 


hydrogen.

HOLLYWOOD.-Thore is much to 


bo said on the side of control of mo- 
tion pictures. While, strictly speak- 
ing, I am against censorship, a certain 
control often prevents vulgarity and 
bad taste from spoiling a great form 
of art and entertainment. 


However, the danger of motion pic- 


ture censorship is that such a move- 
ment runs the risk of being carried 
too fnr, falling into the hands of fa- 
natics and becoming unfair, imprac- 
tical and destructive. 


I think every man knows how to 


run his own business, or should, and 
if he doesn't he'll soon be out of it. 
The public attends to that. 


But I do think that this censorship 


movement, apart from making the 
picture business conscious 
of some 


bad taste used unnecessarily on the 
screen, has done one really important 
think and that is to reawaken in the 
mind of the public the desire for ro- 
mance and idealism in their entertain- 
ment. 


And if that is given them, and is 


sincerely done, you'll find a glow and 
a little tear in the eye of even that 
tough guy when he walks out of the 
theater—he's usually the one that goes 
for it. 


But great romantic Stories ate hard 


lo find. They must be fundamentally 
right and sound. They must have 


dramalic suspense as- well-as charm 
—the latter n subtle potion. 


As n matter of fact, finding or cre- 


ating suitable mntornil for the screen 
Is tfh* of the great problems of the 
picture business, chiefly for two reas- 
ons; because stories told on the screen 
must have n universal appeal, and be- 
cause usch a great number of stories 
are needed for Iho screen each year, 
to enable producers to turn oul the 
pictures they arc obligated lo mak. 


Although this business has some of 


the 
greatest, literary talent in the 


world, it has to turn to books and 
plays constantly to keep up the sup- 
ply %vilh the demand. Once in awhile 
we arc fortunate enough to find some- 
thing that is not, only a great piece 
of writing but also a great piece of 
entertainment, like "The Barretts of 
Whnpolc Street." 


In my mind this is one of the great- 


est romances thai ever lived, played 
against the highly dramatic back- 
ground of parental tyranny, opposition 
and the defeating problem of ill health. 
Tt appealed to me particularly, because 
it is the .story of the triumph of love 
over hate, of great strength out of 
weakness, of the fight for freedom. 


Even if the romance hadn't been 


about two of the world's greatest 
poets, what is more thrilling than the 
idea of love sweeping into Elizabeth 
Barrett's room, where she had lang- 
uished as an invalid for many years- 
love, as Robert Browning expressed it, 
that "makes you feel new life ting- 
ling and 
prickling up your fingers j 


and arms, up into your heart and 
brain"—love that, gave Elizabeth the 
strength to lift herself from her couch | 
for the first time in years and cur- j 
ried her flatoringly over to the win- ' 
dow to catch one more glance of her 
lover—love that gave her the courage 
to defy her cruel and tyrannical fath- 
er and all the traditions of his house- 
hold, and flee from the protection of 
its solemn walls to seek adventure and 
sunshine with Robert Browning? 


I think the lines as written by the 


playwright, Mr. Bcsicr. when Eliza- i 
both first declares her love for Rob- j 
ert Browning, are as beautiful as any 
lines I have ever been given to say on 
the screen. 


Ehey are: "I do want to live, but 


only because of you—the sight of your 
face and the sound of your voice and 
Ihe touch of your hand. Because of j 
you the air once more is sweet to I 
orealhe and all the world is good and 
green again."
